- From the Bruffels Gazette, dated Sept. 4. 
From the Duke of Vendome’s Camp at Rivas, Aug.20. 


¢ HE Sieur Freze Lieutenant Collonel of 
the Regiment of Nigrelli and Governour 
of the Caftle of Arco,beat a Parley on the 
17th, which furpriz’d the Duke of Ven- 
dome, the Place being tenable for 7 or 8 
days longer, and gave him ground to believe that the 
Befieged were in want of Ammunition ; he there- 
fore refolv’'d to make them Prifoners of War, with 
which the Governour acquiefc’d, only he befought 
the Duke to grant him the following Conditions. 
1. That the Officers fhould march out with their 
Servants, Arms, Baggage, 4 Saddle-Horfes, and 8 
Waggon Loads of Baggage belonging to themfelves 
or their Troops, Cloath for making Suits for their 
Soldiers being therein included; and that they fhould 
be furnifh’d with by or a fufficient number of 
Mules to carry the fame to the Place whither it 
fhould be thought fir to fend the Garrifon. Agreed, 
on condition all the faid Baggage be fearch'd. 2. That 
the Officers fhould be permitted to be atrended b 
their Servants, to the number of 15 more or | 
Agreed. 3. That the Soldiers thould be allow’d to 
carry out with them their Cloaths, Knapfacks, and 
Baggage, and that no Injury fhould be offer’d them, 
their Officers promifing that they fhould carry out 
nothing but list is for their own ufe. Agreed, pro- 
vided they be fearch'd. 4. That the Sick and Wounded 
in number 130 fhould be conducted’ to Trent, with 
20 found Men, -2 Surgeons, and an Officer to take 
care of them on the Route thither ; that they fhould 
be put upon the Lift of Prifoners, and that the Im- 
perialifts thould be anfwerable for them on demand. 
The Sick and Wounded fhall go along with the orber 
Officers and Seldiers of the Garrifen,Care fhall be taken 
of them in the Hofpitals, and their own Surgeons foall 
have Liberty to attend them. 5. The Governour in- 


treats the Duke of Vendome to give him leave to 


fend 6 Coloursto Trent. Refufed. 6. That the 2 
Counts of Arco, with their Wives and Children, 4 
Servants Men and Maids, fhould retire whether 
they think fic; as alfo the Sieur Fromentin of 
Rivas, the Sieur Charles Bernier of Arco. Agreed, 
only the Sieur Bromentin fhall be oblig’d to return 
to bs Houfe at Rivas. 7. That the 50 Men of 
the Militia who kept guard in the Caftle before 
the Regular Troops entred into it, fhould have the 
fame Treatment as the other Troops. Agreed. 8. That 
the Officers fhould be mitred to write to their 
Generals. Agreed. 9. thefe Conditions the Go- 
- Yernour will march out tomorrow with his Garrifon, 
the Gate fhall be put irito the Poffeffion of the Troops 
of his moft Chriftian Majefty, and the Governour 
will deliver into the hands of the Commiffaries the 
Keys of the Magazines, and all the Provifions and 
Ammunitions Bona Fide.’ The Gate fhall be deliver'd 
up inftantly, sa che Arms into the Magazine, 
thofe of the Officers excepted, and the Garrifon fall

Caftle of Arco, Auguft'17. 1703. Sign’d Lous de 


Vendome, and Freze. The Garrifon march’d out at 


the Hour agreed on,and 2 hours after was embark’d 
here,. to be conducted to the Milaneze ; it confifted 
of 500 Soldiers and 15 Officers, found Men, of the 
Regiment of Nigrelli. In the Place was found 28 
Pieces of Cannon, but no more than too weight of 
Lead,and 10000 Crowns in German Money defign’d 
for paying the Troops in the Trentin. Yefterday 
we receiv'd Advice that the Elector of Bavaria has 
fent a trufty Meffenger to our General, and that he 
is arriv'd at Verona ; we expect him this Evening 
or tomorrow Morning. 8 Battallions are to march 
tomorrow, and to advance on the Route to Bolzario 
where new Stores of Provifions will be got together 
and a Magazine fettled, in order to the Army’s 
marching further. We can fee no Difficulties that 
may prevent the intended Junction, urilefs any thould 
arife on the Elector of » Bavaria’s fide, the Duke of 
Vendome having got over thofe he was to en- 
counter. 

Pars, Auguft 31. The laft Letters from Munich 
advife, that the Bavarians are fortifyin Mittenwald, 
and making Retrenchments ini certain Paflages, which 
fhews that his Electoral Highnefs has not abandon’d 
Tyrol, nor quitted his Defign of joyning the Duke 
of Vendome. And on the 28th at Night a Courier 
arriv’d at Court with the News that his Electoral 
Highnefs having repafs’d the Inn, had defeated a 
Body of 2000 Men, kill’d 600 on the Place, taken a 
like number of Men, and had poffefs’d himfelf of all 
the Paffages of Mount Brenner, fo that we expect to 
hear of the Junction ; of which we make no doubr, 
the Duke of Vendome having acquainted the King, 
by a Courier, that he had receiv’d certain Advice 
that his Electoral Highnefs was advancing to Brixen, 
and had defir’d him to make hafte thither, on. which 
Advice the Duke had decach’d 8 Battallions to joyn 
Monfieur de Senneterre in a certain Poft where 
he now is and that he was preparing to march 
to Bolzano, which is above halt way from Arce to 
Brixen. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Sept. 11. 

Vienna, Auguft 29. On the 26th Captain Morelli 
of General Heifter’s Regiment came hither, with 
Advice that that General with 4000 Soldiers and 
9000 Peafants was marching into Bavaria. 

Infpruck, Auguft 28. The Peafants of this Country,’ 
to the number of 10000 Men, have fallen into Ba- 
varia by the way of Saltzberg on the Iffer,and taken 
fo much Booty, that yefterday they fold Cows here 
at a Rixdollar ahead. Notwithftanding the Duke 
of Vendome has taken Arco, we are in no manner 
of Apprehenfion of his breaking through the Paffages 
on our Frontiers, they being fufficiently guarded by 
Germans, Croatians, and Huffars. The Prior of the 
Cloyfter of Benedict Beyeren having fuffer’d fome 
Redoubts to be thrown up near that Place, and to 
be garrifon’d by French Soldiers, General Heifter 
has exacted 36000 Florins Contribution of that 
Cloyfter: He has alfo raken a Redou®t lying wichin 
a League of Partenkirk after fome Refiftance ; the 
Garrifon confifting of 900 Men, part Soldiers, part 
Peafants, quitted it and fled'to the Mountains; in 
the Redoubt were found 4 Brafs and 2 Iron Cannor, 
with a great quantity of Ammunition and ean 
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fince which the Peafants of Tyrol have plunder’ 
Murneau and burnt moft of it. .

march’d towards Ulm,whither the Marfhal de Villars 
is likewife moving with moft of his Army ; and both 
together, ‘tis given our, will attempt the Relief of 
Memmingen, which is befieg’d by the Imperialifts, 
whe on the 1ft began to fire uponit. P.S. This 
Night the Elector of Bavaria lay at Mindel, and the 
Marfhal de Villars at Guntsburg.
